Chicago, Ju ly 2f>.—Bodies of *00 per­ 
rons, drowned in the capsizing of the 
steamship Eastland at its wharf in 
the Chit ago river, have been recover­ 
ed after forty hours of searching by 
divers around the steel hulk, still ly­ 
ing on its side, half submerged, where 
it had rolled Saturday while laden 
with 2,480 excursionists. 
The total dead as a result of th** 
turning over of the ship remains at 
approximately 1,000, according to es­ 
timates made by Coroner Hoffman. 
whose reports indicate that probably 
L'oo bodies were still held in the mud 
of the river by the superstructure of 
the overturned boat. 
W hile only 1,000 passengers of the 
Eastland 
have 
registered 
with 
the 
Western Electric company as saved it 
is thought that about 47." survivors, in­ 
cluding the crew of seventy-two, had 
failed to report their escape. 
Deputy 
Coroner 
Einderman, 
who 
had charge of the work at the river­ 
side, said he did not expect to find 
any more bodies before the steamer 
was righted and possibly none then. 
Estimates as to how many persons 
might be pinned down by the sunken 
vessel varied widely. 


Most Bodies Identified. 


All sorts of estimates were scatter­ 
ed about the city, with guesses at 
from 1,300 to 2,300, but otlicers in 
charge of clearing the wreck have 
been unable to tabulate more than the 
OOI bodies listed, when the morgue 
was cleared of ell hut a score of 
corpses, all of the rest of the victims, 
mostly women and children, having 
been identified and removed by rela­ 
tives. 
Investigations to determine respon­ 
sibility for the calamity will la* under 
way in a dozen quarters. 
City and 
county o ffic e r s were unanimous In de­ 
claring that chief blame for the a> - 
el dent rested with federal Inspector*, 
who permited the steamer to operate 
while unseaworthy. 
A dispatch from Cornish, N. II . an 
nounced that ITcsident Wilson had 
ordered a complete Investigation be 
made by the department of commerce 
into tile sinking of the Eastland. 
Affing Secretary Sweet of the de­ 
partment 
sent 
him 
word that 
the 
causes of the disaster would be looked 
in»o and the president direr ted that 
nothing be left undone to fix the re­ 
sponsibility. 
In a statement Issued State’s Attor­ 
ney 
Ma* kiev 
Boyne said regarding 
his investigation of the caus** of the 
accident: 


Blames Federal Inspectors. 


"W e insist that a considerable por­ 
tion of the blame for the Eastland 
disast- r rests upon the Cnited States 
inspection bureau. 
If the inspectors 
of the bureau had done their duty the 
accident could not have occurred. 
"W e know that the ship was con­ 
sidered unsafe by the inspectors be j 
cause there are letters on file in Wash­ 
ington which predkied such an occur­ 
rence. 
I have copies of these letters 
and may introduce them before the 
coroner’s inquest.” 
Copy of a letter from a naval arch! 
ted , condemning the construction of 
the Eastland, will be part of the evi­ 
dence used by the state’s attorney in 
his investigation of the disaster, it 
was learned. 
The letter was written 
by John Devereaux York of Chicago 
to the Cnited States harbor inspectors 
here Aug. 3, 1013. 
" I stated In that letter,” said Mr. 
York, “ that the Eastland was a dan­ 
gerous boat. 
Every naval archit*" ♦ 
who knew the construction will tell 
you it was extremely dangerous. 
It 
has a thirty-eight-foot beam, for which 
all laws of steamboat construction re­ 
quire at least a forty-inch keel. 
The 
Eastland had no keel at all.” 


Chicago Stands Appalled. 


The Eastland lies on its side in the 
river while Chicago, appalled, is just 
beginning to realixe the real and ter­ 
rible significance of one of the great­ 
est of marine disasters. 
W hile the 
aggrieved thousands 
who 
lost dear 
"ones walked through the morgue in 
the Second regiment ormory gazing 
into the faces of th*»_ dead, half in 
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hope, halt in despair, Chicago citizens 
find officials turned their attention to 
the investigations 
that 
must bring 
lorih some explanation of the catas­ 
trophe and to the work of providing 
relief for those left destitute. 
Meanwhile Mayor Thompson, who

rottener Hoffman issued an appeal 
to the public for a fund for the burial 
of whatever ii ad may remain uniden­ 
tified. 
City officials with one voice 
have declared that ail dead shall have 
proper burial. 
Various theories as to what caused 
the Eastland to turn over still are lie 
ing discussed, but without prospect of 
a definite explanation being reached 
until the coroner's Inquest and the 
federal government’s investigation are 
finished.

world powers which Germany has 
kept at bay since last August, declare 
the Germans, and no other country 
has every so deeply stirred the Imag­ 
ination of the world, 
Germany has won her claim to a 
place 
I i i the sun. 
Tim German em 
pi re has added brilliant chapters to 
the history of Teutonic might begun 
under the Hohenzolierns of the King 
dom of Prussia. 
The Kaiser him self 
has earned for himself the title of 
William the Great, which posterity 
surely will bestow upon him. 
These 
are the dominant beliefs of the Ger­ 
man people at the c l o s e o f the firs* 
year of the war. 
Germany has shown up the world 
in all its littlenesses, 
and all its 
boastings of false greatness. Only the 
Germans themselves have withstood 
the test of blood and iron for only 
the Germans have gained victories 
during the past fateful twelve months 
Germany believes she has ch anged 
the whole future course of history. 
German influence upon the future of 
civilization for generations to come 
will be far beyond the influence of 
any other nation. 
Germany will not 
dominate the world by her armed 
might, but by her virtues which have 
given to her a greater capacity for or 
ganlzation and discipline than all 
the rest of Europe combined possesses 
When the Germans look back to 
hist August nnd recall the threats 
that wa re being made against them, 
and the penalties that were Imposed 
by England, France and Prussia in 
advance of the trial by battle, the 
nation laughs. 
The world didn’t un­ 
derstand Germany laBt summer. It 
is beginning to learn now that the 
Hohenzollern Empire has progress­ 
ed during the years since the Franco 
Prussian war in ways unsuspected by 
the rest of mankind. There is noth­ 
ing in the German of today that was 
not put there by the discipline and 
study that the world knows under 
the name of Teutonic Kultur. 
The Increasing respect paid to Ger­ 
man Kultur Is not one of the least 
victories the Germans declare they 
have won for themselves during the 
past year. 
Nothing came as a great­ 
er shock to the Germans last year 
than the way In which their Kultur 
was everywhere derided. 
The com­ 
ments passed upon Germany for her 
strong belief in her own destiny, as 
represented by her Kultur caused 
more resentment than anything els* 
and ammunition for both her allies | that happened in the early days of 
the war. 
The Germany indignation 
and herself across the Atlantic.

Marne; sh e stopped the German drive 
for Calais and the sea; she bas kept 
Germany nailed to the spot for ten 
ong months, steadily reducing her 
tty attrition; sh e has done many oth- 
r tilings but the greatest of all was 
the dropping of Internal differences, 
r unifieatlon of all classes with 
one, great, flied purpose In view:

“ Yes," 
he 
continued 
earnestly, 
"our word ‘union’ means something 
more than the harmony of our peo­ 
ple; there Is something of the sacred 
in It.

The 
war, no doubt, will be long but the 
courage and patience of our people 
will be equal to The task of seeing It 
through.
